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TO DISCUSS PROBLEMS 


Civic ft Commerce Association In- 


vite* Potato Men to Attend 


Conference Here 


In order to talk over the potato 


situation and to agree upon relief 
measures, the Civic ft Commerce 
association has extended an invitation 
to men in all of the leading potato 
centers of the state to attend a con* 
ference in Stevens Point on Thursday 
of this week. 


The men invited are those who re- 


plied to the questionnaires recently 
sent out by the association relative 
to the marketing conditions through- 
out the state and other phases of the 
situation. 


The association in its invitation, 


says: 


"Your promptness in returning the 


questionnaire on the potato situation 
shows that you are interested. Our 
information discloses a serious condi- 
tion requiring immediate action. At 
a meeting of the directors of- our as- 
sociation it was decided to send out a 
request to you and others interested, 
asking for two things: 
"First. That you get off to Wash- 


ington immediately some good, strong 
telegrams setting forth the needs of 
the potato industry in your locality. 


"Second. That you send delegates 


to a convention to be held at the pub- 
lic library in Stevens Point next 
Thursday, February 21, 1918, at 3:30 
p. m. and 7:30 p. m., to discuss— 
• "i. Further action to save crops on 
hand. 


"2. To secure suitable action to 


protect next year's crop." 


Whether or not the interest mani- 


fested in the questionaires will 
be 


followed up by a large attendance at 
the convention from other points in 
the state, remains to be seen. The 
association, however, is determined 
to make ery effort in 'its power to 
carry through"" the big task it has 
undertaken and to leave nothing un- 
done that might afford a measure of 
relief. 


The situation is serious, involving 


the question of food supply for the 
entire country, and no time can be 
lost. 


O. A. Crowell of Almond, who was 


at Washington last week and appeal- 
ed to the Food Administration for 
help in moving the potato crop, was 
promised 500 cars for Portage county. 


In a letter to E. B. Robertson of 


the Civic ft Commerce association un- 
der date of Feb. 16, Rodney Sacket 
of Washington, who has been render- 
ing assistance to the association in 
its dealings with the Food Adminis- 
tration, said: 


"A systematic effort is being made 


to get necessary cars for your pota- 
toes. The matter is in the proper 
hands and receiving as much atten- 
tion as can be expected under the 
circumstances and I hope relief will 
reach you before real damage has 
been done. Under ordinary cii^um- 
stances the presentation of the case 
by Mr. Crowell, supported by your 
v«ry clear and able leVier, should 
carry the matter clear through *rtth- 
out further attention, but conditions 
are not ordinary now and are such 
that extraordinary measures must be 
taken to finish anything."

Appointive Power 


That Irvine L. L«nroot of Super- 


ior, representative in congress from 
the eleventh district of 'WuVonsin, 
will be named to succeed the late Paul 
O. Hueting as United States senator 
if appointive power is given to Gov. 
Philipp, was revealed Monday even- 
ing by the governor to the Republi- 
can state central committee, which 
shortly afterward issued a statement 
favoring Philipp's plan to appoint. 


At a caucus of Republican legisla- 
tors on the eve of the opening of the 
special session of the legislature 
Tuesday afternoon, the state central 
committee's statement was read. It 
met with opposition from Lieut. Gov. 
E. F. Dithmar, Judge Rosa and W. 
T. Evjue and resulted in senate antf 
assembly committees being named to 
draw up resolutions to be submitted 
to the house today. 
Democrats of 


the legislature, who caucused Tues- 
day morning, went on record as ready 
to fight for a special election. 


The special session, owing to the 


questions involved, is expected to be 
one of the stormiest legislative meet- 
ing* in the history of the state. Pros- 
pects that it would not last more 
than a week or ten days have disap- 
peared and the members are settling 
down for five or six weeks of work. 


The demand of Gov. Philipp for 


power to appoint * United States 
senator and his plan for a $1,000,000 
bond issue to meet war expenditures, 
promise to bring on considerable ex- 
citement. Another question that will 
probably precipitate a fight, accord- 
ing to reports from Madison, is the 
bill granting a blanket increase in 
salaries to all state normal school 
teachers. This bill will he revised, it 
is Mated, so that only those who

"Saw Myron Clifford for a few mo- 


ments," said Lieut. Little in a letter 
to his parents, written the latter part 
of January. "He is looking good and 
feeling well.

received from Lieut. Little follow: 


"Weather is wonderful. Cool nights, 


but warm days. I am surely in love 
with the French people; they are so 
courteous and anxious to do things 
for us. It is a wonderful country in 
every respect—clean fine roads, cool 
streams, mistletoe everywhere and 
quaint and interesting houses. They 
tell me T am in the most beautiful 
nart of France. Workine hard—from 
7:30 till 6 at night. Have seen lots 
of German prisoners and they seem 
nleased to be such—so many boys. 
Don't have to wear overcoats and 
very seldom gloves. ,Have seen no 
snow."

Portage County Banks Make Liberal 


Subscriptions for New Loan Au- 


thorized by Government 


United States treasury certificates 


of indebtedness to the amount of a 
half billion dollars were recently au- 
thorized by the officials at Washing- 
ton, 
these certificates being dated 


Feb. 8th and to become due May 9th 
next, when it is expected that the 
holders will take Liberty Bonds to the 
face value of their subscriptions. 


The seventh federal reserve district, 


of which Stevens Point is included, 
was assigned $50,000,000 of these cer- 
tificates, the Chicago banks being 
asked to take twelve millions and the 
other thirty-eight millions was appor- 
tioned to the balance of the district. 


Portage county's share of this new 


loan was fixed at $40,000 and J. W. 
Dunejran given the task of getting 
this amount of subscriptions from the 
\arious banking institutions in this 
city and the several villages. Each 
and every one responded freely, in 
fact the amount has already been over- 
subscribed. The certificates bear in- 
terest at 4 per cent, which interest 
fi'rure is, presumably, that fixed for 
the third Liberty Loan, which will un- 
doubtedly be floated within a few 
weeks. 


Over 3,000 banks in the seventh dis- 


trict subscribed for these certificates, 
as against only about 900 which 
bought the second issue of Liberty 
Bonds.

ernment in Russia and the ascendency 
of the Bolsheviki. with the announce- 
ment, only recently, that Russia was 
<^ut of the war for good, made it use- 
less to attempt to carry out plans for 
aiding the Slavs.

NEXT DRAFT IN MAY 


New Order Points to Another Year 


of Fighting, Says a Washing- 


ton Correspondent 


"The draft of the second increment 


of 500,000 men to the national army 
will be initiated on or about May 1, ac- 
cording to an order awaiting the sig- 
nature of Secretary of War Baker," 
?ays Arthur Sears Henning, Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Chicago 
Tribune, in a letter published today. 


"Under the tentative plan the gov- 


ernment will begin, on May 1 calling 
to the training camps each week ap- 
proximately 10,000 men of class one 
of the body of registrants as recently 
reclassified," Mr. Henning continues. 


"The men thuj called to the colors 


will supplant an equal number of men 
of the national army and national 
guard who will have completed pre- 
liminary training in this country and 
will be ready for transportation to 
France. 


"As transport capacity increases 


and an increasingly larger number of 
men is dispatched abroad from the 
training camps the weekly draft of 
men from class one will be increased. 


"Unusual significance attaches to 


the fact that the administration has 
decided to begin drafting the second 
increment of the national army in 
May. 
Secretary Baker recently said 


that no date for calling more drafted 
men was under consideration and that 
tho drafting of another increment de- 
pended largely upon developments 
abroad. 


"It is inferred, therefore, that tfie 
* 


administration has about given up 
hope of peace this spring and is pre- 
paring for another year or more of 
warfare. It is also inferred that the 
developments abroad have emphasized 
thtVserious need of American troops 
as fast as they can be mustered and 
trained. 
* 


"As soon as Secretary Baker gives 


the order his approval it will be trans- 
mitted to Provost Marshal General 
Crowder, who will superintend the 
second draft. 


"Directions for assembling, concen- 


trating and forwarding the men of 
the second draft to the army camps 
will be forwarded to the 4,500 selec- 
tive service boards in the United 
States no later than April 15, it is 
reported. The actual ' work of pro 
paring for the new draft, officials 
have been informed, may possibly be 
instituted a week or two earlier than 
that 


"Each board is to be told just how 


many men it must send to the army 
camps each week and also the total 
number of men from class one that it 
much call for examination and the 
number it must accept for services in 
the second draft. 


"Men for the second draft will be 


selected from a class of registrants 
3?gr,ggatine approximately 2,500.000 
men, including 1,500,000 now in class 
one of the revised classification and 
1.000,000 who will become 21 years 
"f A?<> during the year ending June 
5, 1918. 


"Draft officials do not expect that it 


will he necessary to invade class two 
for the purpose of filling the second 
increment. 
It certainly is not the 


purnose pf the government to do so. 


"The plan is to spread the draft 


throughout the various districts of 
the country as equally as possible, 
based on the ratio of men in class one 
to the total registration in the res- 
pective districts. In this way there 
can be no daneer of a repetition of the 
condition which drained some districts 
of eligible men while other sections 
were comnartively undisturbed. This 
result in the last draft caused wide- 
spread dissatisfaction and critism."

Parish House last Thursday evening 


If there has been any criticism o 


the conduct of the affairs of the asso 
ciation, it was not manifest at the 
banquet, although on several occa 
sicns the directors invited thp mem 
bers to speak up. If there has been 
any dissatisfaction with what the 
association has accomplished, it was 
not apparent after directors had tolc 
in a frank and simple way of what 
the association has done. There was 
no boasting, nor did the directors take 
all of the credit for the successfu' 
consummation of the various move- 
ments to which they had put their 
thought and effort. 
What they said 


was merely for the purpose of prov- 
ing to the members that the associa- 
tion, through its directors, has been 
on the job and has worked, as it 
should, for the best interests of the 
city and the county. 


The dinner was served under the 


direction of members of the Woman's 
club and was an excellent beginning 
for a notable meeting. 
Music was 


furnished by an orchestra directed by 
Arthur* J. Beijer. 
E. B. Robertson, 


acting president of the association, 
presided and introduced R. F. Brown, 
secretary of the Ashland Commercial 
club and former Minneapolis news- 
paperman, as the speaker of the even- 
ing. 


Mr. Brown sounded a new note of 


co-operation between Stevens Point 
and Ashland, whose interests, because 
of the great field for development in 
northern Wisconsin, northern Michi- 
gan and northern 
Minnesota, are 


undred in no small measure. He said 
that this vast empire has between 
sixteen and twenty million acres of 
cut-over land that is being developed 
at the rate of about 150.000 acres a 
vear and has room for a million peo- 
ple, eight million sheep and one mil- 
on cattle. Stevens Point, he pointed 
out. is located on the southern edge 
of this wonderful territory, the pro- 
ductiveness of which has been proved 
conclusively. 
"Stevens Point, with 


good transportation facilities, should 
ret substantial and immediate bene- 
fits from the development of this vast 
domain." declared Mr. Brown. 


There has been a movement on foot, 


Mr. Brown said, to have the govern- 
ment take up the problem of develop* 
ng this region. -This movement has 
>een supported by Congressman I. L. 
L*"nroot, but owing to th/ demands 
of war. nothing definite has been ac- 
complished. 
There is a tentative 


jlan. however, to have the govern- 
ment take over the land and distrib- 
ute it in homesteads to soldiers and 
uilors after the war. Failing in this, 
an attempt will be made to nave the 
Rockefeller foundation or some other 
private agency take up the proposi- 
:ion. 


Mr. Brown complimented the local 


association for its turn-out of mem- 
bers on so stormy a night and ira- 


upon his hearers the necessi- 


tv of pulling together for the good of 
he city and vicinity. He mentioned the 
«plendid record of Portage county in 
laving nearly a third of its popula- 
tion enrolled in the Red Cross, saying 
thi* i* a remarkable achievement. 
He also told of the details of the or- 
ganisation of the Ashland Commer- 
cial club, which is. in many respects, 


particularly in itn »y»tem of manage- 
ment by u board of directors, very 
MTUilar to the local association. 


President Robertson remarked that 


the 
member* 
of 
the 
association, 


through a qut-btionnaire nent out lust 
sprint?, had decreed "no funds for 
feed5." 
Working on thin line, the di- 


rectors have tried to get results that 
would be felt for yearn to come rather 
than to work only fur the present and 
for individual advertising. They have 
••pent the- association's funds in the 
interests of the c-ity and vicinity as 
a whole, feeling that individuals will 
prosper »* the community prospers. 
That the association has made mis- 
taken, Mr. Robertson admitted, and he 
also said there mav be things not 
accomplished that should have been 
accomplished. "Criticism is valuable 
and should not be stifled." he declared. 
He then asked to hi-ar from members 
who mi»rht have something to express 
along the line of criticism. 


President John F. Sims of the Nor- 


mal said that to him. as well as others, 
the association has been a body of 
trreat interest, and that the board of 
directors undoubtedly had the abso- 
lute confidence of the members.

added that a report of what the asso- 
ciation had done would be interesting.

hortscn then called upon individuals 
for reports. 


Mr. flyer told of the Loyalty Day

.1. J. N'ormington told of the efforts 


of the association to bring about the 
improvement of highwav connections 
with the two paper mills and River 
Pines sanatorium. He mentioned the 
importance of these institution^, which 
are of great value to the city, and 
described the method of procedure the 
association started to work on. Al- 
though the plan of the association was 
not followed out, the agitation thus 
begun resulted in definite steps 'be- 
ing taken for a new concrete road all 
the way from S. Church street, at 
Peth street, to the lower paper mill. 
This road will be built this year by the 
citv and the town of Plover. 


R. K. McDonald outlined what the 


trails committee had done to secure 
fair treatment for the city and coun- 
ty in the laying out of the federal- 
state trunk line highway system in 
Wisconsin. When the tentative plan 
for this system was announced Ste- 
vens Point was on only the north and 
south road, called the backbone of the 
system. The committee conducted an 
aggressive campaign for further re- 
cognition and as a result the road be- 
tween Stevens Point and Marshfield 
was incorporated in the system, this 
to connect at Plover with the east and 
west road, coming from Waupaca and 
Amherst. 


To C. E. Urbahns was assigned the 


task of telling of the association's 
part in bringing about operations by 
the Mead-Witter interests on the new 
local dam. He told how the associa- 
tion had been asked to assist in a sub- 
stantial 
way in securing flowage 


rights alona the river and of the suc- 
cessful consummation of this work 
He concluded by saying: "When the 
p.-'iject is completed we'll all feel 
Proud of what the Mead-Witter inter- 
ests have done, with the help of Ste- 
vens Point people." 


Prof. E. T. Smith, who was chair- 


man of the committee that investigat- 
ed, in behalf of the public, the appli- 
cation of the Wisconsin Valley Elec- 
tric Co. for permission to increase its 
fates pn gas, told in a concise and in- 
teresting manner of what this com- 
mittee had done. He said that the 
company will undoubtedly be granted 
an increase, but that this rate will be 
temporary and subject to readjust- 
ment as conditions change. 


The activities of the association in 


regard to the 'potato situation were 
described by President Robertson. He 
old how the investigation began last 
November and of difficulties encoun- 
tered. On Tuesday of last week, he 
announced, the Food Administration 
at Washington, after a personal in- 
erview by O. A. Crowell of Almond, 
>remised 500 cars to help move the 
"Yirtage county potato crop. He said 
re believed that the situation will now 
be greatly relieved. 
"We don't take

Carrying the discussion of the po- 


ato situation further. Mayor F. A.

.Mr. Urbahns explained the lack of 


transportation facllitien by telling of 
the situation in the ea»t, where seven- 
ty thoutuntl cars, many uf them off 
western roads, art- tied up because uf 
the great movement of freight to the 
seaboard, which could not be handled 
by the amount uf ocean tonnage avail- 
able. The whole state of New Jersey 
in sidetracked and piled with freight 
awaiting shipment overseas. 
Many 


.-urn are being used for the storage of 
freight that will not stand exposure. 
"If shipment?, had been regulated by 
ocean tonnage, thin situation would 
not have happened." said Mr. Ur- 
l.ahns. He also said that if the far- 
mers had marketed more of their po- 
tatoes in the fall, when common box 
ca>-s could have been used for their 
t'-iinsportation, the situation today 
would not have been so serious. He 
attributed the wide difference in the 
nrices of potatoes between Stevens 
Point and Chicago as due entirely to 
the law of supply and demand. 


Judge B. B. Park questioned the 


ability of the farmer to ship many 
more of his potatoes in the fall than 
he has been shipping. He said it is 
the middle of October before the pota- 
toes are dug. 


Passing from 
potatoes to other 


things. Dr. E. H. Rogers suggested it 
would be a good thing if the associa- 
tion endeavored to have the city es- 
tablish a pest house. He pointed out 
the dangers that threatened the city 
through hick of an institution of this 
kind.

SCARLET FEVER SEASON 


We are now in the season of the 


year when every parent and every 
school teacher should be looking con- 
stantly for signs of starlet fever. 
From January to June, the disease is 
on the rampage. As a rule, it reaches 
the height of its fury and deadliness 
during the spring months. 


Every child with fever, especially 


combined with sore throat, should be 
looked upon with suspicion until he 
is Droved innocent. This is especially 
so as a mild case of the disease may 
cause more sickness and deaths than 
a severe or fatal case. The child who 
is not sick enough to be confined to 
bed is likely to be more of a disease 
spreader than the very sick child, 
because he visits so many more places 
and plays with so many more chil- 
dren. 
Every parent and teacher should 


know the fundamental characteristics 
of scarlet fever. The onset is rapid. 
Vomiting, sore throat, headache, or 
fever may be the first symptoms not- 
ed. Unlike measles, the eyes are not 
watery nor congested in the beginning 
of the disease. The rash usually ap- 
pears within 24 hours and is seen 
fii-st on the neck and upper part of 
the chest. It appears as fine spots, 
evenly diffused and bright red. Later 
the skin peels in scales, flakes, or 
large pieces. In the earh/ part of 
the disease the tongue is usually 
whitish, with bright rted spots re- 
sembling a strawberry. 


A child who has been exposed to 


the disease should be separated from 
other children for a week even though 
he shows no signs of the disease. 
Every positive case should • be quar- 
antined immediately and kept so until 
released by the health officer. 
We 


now believe the disease to be more 
contagious in the first days than dur- 
inpr the peeling stage. 
If every Wisconsin parent 
and 


teacher would give their fullest co- 
operation in line with the above re- 
comendations, many lives would be 
saved this year. Parents,—be square 
with your neighbors --4 insist that 
thev be square with you!

COUSIN KILLED IN FALL 


Relative of Charles W. Na«on of Ste- 


vens Point Victim of Accident 


Taking Two Lives 


Paul B. Cooley, cousin of Charles 


W. Nason, assistant cashier of the 
First National bank of Stevens Point, 
met death in an aeroplane accident 
near Memphis, Tenn., last week. Mr. 
Nason first learned of the young man's 
death on reading the following dis- 
patch from Memphis in a Chicago 
paper: 


"T. C. Rogers and P. B. Cooley, fly- 


ing cadets, were killed at Park field, 
the army aviation camp near Mem- 
phis, in the collision in midair today 
of the machines in which they were 
making practice flights. They were 
flying at a height of 250 feet. Rog- 
ers' home was in Prairie Grove, Ark., 
and Cooley was from San Jose, Cal." 


Mr. Cooley wafc 22 years of age and 


was bom and raised in Ishpeming, 
Mich., where the family home was un- 
til a couple of years ago, when they 
moved to California. The Ishpeming 
Record, in a lengthy article regarding 
his death, speaks in highest terms of 
his ability and character. It speaks 
of him as one of the most popular 
young men who ever lived in Ishpem- 
ing. He resigned a splendid position 
with the American Radiator Co. of 
New York to enter the service. 


The young aviator is survived by 


his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Edward C. 
Cooley, three brothers and a sister. 
One of the brothers is now in France 
with the rainbow division of the Na- 
tional Guard. 


The funeral was held at Ishpeming 


on Monday of this week, from Grace 
Episcopal church. A proclamation by 
Mayor Wahlman called upon all Ish- 
peming people to pay honor to the 
memory of the dead soldier. 


Mr. Nason also has a brother in 


France as a member of the 10th Re- 
serve Engineers. He is James C. Na- 
son of San Jose, Cal., and he has been. 
abroad since last fall.

Whispered criticisms of the manner 


in which the Civic & Commerce asso- 
ciation uf Stevens Point has carried on 
its work since its organization in the 
spring of 1917, can be attributed to 
one of two things: malice or lack of 
clear understanding. In proof of this 
it is only necessary to point to the 
fact that at the banquet of the asso- 
ciation last Thursday evening not a 
word of protest was uttered, although 
on several occasions the directors 
came forward with a frank request 
for criticisms. 


The directors do not lay any claim 


to being super-human, and they free- 
ly admit they may have made mis- 
takes, either of commission or omis- 
sion, or both. Furthermore, they are 
perfectly willing to step down at any 
time the association so wills. 
But 


they do challenge anyone to show 
where the directors, as the active re- 
presentatives of the members in car- 
rying out the work to which the asso- 
ciation is dedicated, have sacrificed 
the general good for individual gain. 
They have taken a broad view of their 
responsibilities and obligations and 
any mistakes they have made are mis- 
takes of judgment rather than of 
motive. 


At Thursday evening's gathering, 


after hearing the reports of what the 
association had done since its organi- 
zation, and after being repeatedly in- 
vited to speak their minds, the mem- 
W?ra present, V'ithmt a dissenting 
vote, endorsed the past policies of 
the directors and ur^ed them to con- 
tinue their work along the same lines. 
It was apparent that the critics had 
been converted or. by their silence, 
had proved themsn!ves guiltv of har- 
boring malicious thoughts which they 
dared not air in public.

If there is one thing the Germans 


ha\e been consistent in in the war it 
:s in sacrificing lives for territory. 
This is best instanced by the great 
battle of Verdun, where wave after 
wave uf the cream of the kaiser's 
armies was mowed down by the mur- 
derous fire of the French. 
France 


lost heavily in men at Verdun, but 
not in comparison to the losses the 
(Jermans suffered. 
And at the end 


the German gain in territory was in- 
finitesimal: the French retained the 
important positions, th<> line remained 
unbroken and the battle cry, "They 
Shall 
Not Pass," became 
famous 


throughout the world. 


There is some speculation as to 


whether or not the Germans really 
intend to make a determined effort 
this spring to smash the allies. 
It 


has been hinted that the German 
leaders have held out the promise of 
military decision merely as a piece 
of propaganda intended primarily for 
home consumption, knowing full well 
that an offensive of the magnitude 
necessary to make an impression 
would involve such slaughter that 
nothing but a complete victory, which 
at 
this time seems unattainable, 


would compensate for the losses. They 
talk "offensive" to divert the people's 
minds from the failure of the U-boat 
campaign and to bolster up the na- 
tion's morale. 


If the Germans inaugurate the pre- 


dicted offensive and fail, the kaiser's 
fate will be sealed, for it will be his 
last card, with his very throne in the 
jack-pot. Military experts tell us the 
Germans can not succeed against the 
combined French and British forces, 
and that a German offensive would 
be to the allies' advantage. 


But while it is believed that the 


British and French are capable of 
holding the line, it is universally ad- 
mitted that it will fall to America to 
deliver the "punch" that will send 
autocracy to the mat for the court. 


Whenever—President Wilson speaks 


of the "free determination of peoples," 
a howl goes up in Germany against 
the restoration of Alsace-Lorraine to 
France. 
Even in the United States 


the Alsace-Lorraine question has been 
regarded as the greatest bar to peace; 
some Americans have been so in- 
fluenced by German •assertions re- 
garding France's "lost provinces" 
that they question the justice of the 
French claim. 
"Free determination of peoples" is 


a principle which. President Wilson 
says, must be a fixed policy in the fu- 
ture if world peace is to be secured. 
Th?re have been many facts present- 
"d to prove that the people of Alsace- 
Lorraine, though under the German 
yoke for nearly fifty years, have never 
ceased to be French in sentiment, 
habits and customs. 
The Germans 


themselves, by their treatment of the 
people of Alsace-Lorraine since the 
war began, have Riven the lie to their 
own statements that the two provin- 
ces are willing subjects of the imper- 
ial German government. 


Since the month of August, 1914, 


16,000 
Alsatians 
and 
Lorrainians 


serving in the German army succes- 
sively passed into the French army. 
This estimate was made several 
months ago and does not include 
those who were outside Germany at 
the time of mobilization and did not 
reply to the appeal. 


That the situation became alarm- 


ing, leading to a question of the loyal- 
ty of all Alsatians and Lorrainians, is 
indicated by the following German 
regimental order, issued in January, 
1917: 


"Since during the last few days, 


three Alsatians have gone over to the 
enemy, all the Alsatians and Lotrain- 
:ans of the regiment are declared sus- 
pect. They will be withdrawn from 
the front tonight, billeted apart and 
employed as nawies. Hours of work: 
iaily from 7 in the morning to 4 at 
night. 
Cleaning up hours under su- 


•vrvision from 6 to 7. It is strictly 
forbidden to smoke whilst working, 
and to converse with civilians and 
other comrades of the regiment. The 
men of Alsace and Lorraine are to

There is so 


much of that that it is impossible to 
•nflict penalties on all those who out- 
wardly profess their sympathy for 
the French cause. 


In Alsace the lists of deserters, of 


condemnations and seque^terings pub- 
lished by the official press every week 
make it possible to follow the pro- 
gress of the anti-German movement 
of the population. The big prison, in 
"ach town, is called the Hotel de 
France. 
There are so many people 


condemned that they must await their 
tun in order to undergo punishment. 
The offense is alwavs the same: "pro- 
vocation." that is to say manifesta- 
tion of French sentiments. There are 
people of all kinds in these Alsatian 
prisons—manufacture^s, innkeepers, 
peasants, priests, women and young 
sjirls, even sisters of charity. Last 
spring the total of the prison pen- 
alties rose to 4,000 years. 


To detention and fines must be add- 


°d preventive imprisonment, the plac- 
ing of small officials on the retired 
list, deportation, etc. The result of 
these vexations is to exasperate the 
sentiment of revolt in Alsace. 
"If 


the French came," said a priest, "we 
would welcome them on our knees." 


As America entered the war to fight 


for democratic principles and the 
freedom of the oppressed, it is right 
that President Wilson should insist 
upon the restoration of Alsace-Lor- 
raine to France as one of the condi- 
tions of peace.

Not on Potato Crop of 1917, Accord- 


ing to Conclusion* Drawn From 


Investigations' 


A big crop of potatoes doesn't al- 


ways mean big profits for the grower. 
It is the farmer who is successful in 
raising a big crop in a season of gen- 
eral failure who makes the money. 


The proof of this assertion is found 


in Portage county, in every potato 
raising district, this year. Most of 
the growers harvested big crops—and 
so did the farmers of other parts of 
Wisconsin and Maine and Colorado. 
As a result there were more potatoes 
than in any year on record. 
Then 


came the freight tie-up and prices, 
which began well early in the shipping 
s?asori, hit the toboggan. And many 
a fanner will consider himself for- 
tunate if he is able to break even on 
his potato crop. 
Thomas Palbarch, who owns a 300- 


acre farm in Sharon, came to Stevens 
Point Tuesday to see if he couldn't 
arrange to get two cars for potato 
shipments. Mr. Palbarch, answering 
the appeal for increased food produc- 
tion last spring, put in 30 acres of po- 
tatoes. By the time he had finished 
th"! harvest he had used up $1,400 he 
haoHin the bank and some borrowed 
besides.

BE SURE OF SEED CORN 


A warning by the United States De- 


partment of Agriculture is being sent 
to the farmers of a number of States 
for which a serious scarcity of seed 
corn for spring planting in 1918 has 
been noted. These States include, in 
whole or part, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 
Iowa, 


Nebraska, North Dakota and South 
Dakota. 


Little corn of the 1916 crop is avail- 


able and adapted seed can not be had 
from other sections. 
In this emer- 


gency the Seed Stocks Committee of 
the 
United States Department of 


Agriculture urges farmers not to 
overlook any possible source of sup- 
ply*. 
It points out that on many 


farms in the States where seed corn 
is scarce it is still possible to find 
some sound ears which should be 
saved for seed. In some cases, how- 
ever, this sound corn is being fed 
because the owners do not realize its 
value nor the need for it. 
They 


have been accustomed to planting 
much better corn and have not stop- 
ped to consider that every bushel of 
seed corn they feed now would, if 
planted, produce a hundred or even 
two hundred bushels next year.

A ham or strip of bacon less used on 
the farm helps as much as one saved 
in the city. 
Extra care in curing 


meat will prevent loss, and a larger 
urplus can be sold. 
Good shelter 


and ample and judicious feeding dur- 
ing next month will mean more pork 
for >the boys in the trenches thl> 
spring. Why not sell one of the hogs 
that has been fattened for killing and 
put the money received into a chicken 
house and thus enable the housewife 
to raise more chickens for your sum- 
mer meat? 


Preparation should be made now to 


save every pig possible in March far- 
rows. See that the sows are warmly 
housed and protected from injury, and 
that brood pens are provided with 
guard rails to prevent the pigs being 
lain upon. Care should be taken to 
avoid overfeeding at farrowing time. 
Only water should be given during 
the first 24 hours after the pigs ar- 
rive, unless the sow appears hungry, 
m which case a thin slop of bran or 
middlings may be fed. 
The young 


pigs should have room to exercise and 
should be made to exercise; other- 
wise thumps may be developed, if the 
sow is a heavy milker. The weak and 
undersized pigs in a litter should be 
given special attention. 
If given a 


chance, your own boy or girl or some 
hoy or girl in the neighboring town 
will work wonders with a runt or or- 
phan. If you have more brood sows 
than you can take care of properly, 
find out if there is not a neighbor or 
ome one in the neighboring town who 
wu!d be glad to buy or take one or 
mi-re sows on shares.

CALLEOJFOR TESTS 


Last Big Group of Class One Men 


Being Examined Today—But 


Few Are Left 


Sixty-two registered men, compris- 


ing the last large group in class I 
not hitherto called for physical ex- 
amination, were summoned to appear 
at the court house in Stevens Point 
today to undergo the tests. 
This 


number raises the total of class I 
men called for examination to 886. 
Only about a half dozen, whose classi- 
fications had not been finally deter- 
mined and reported back by the dis- 
trict board up to Saturday, remain to 
be examined. 


The men called for examination to- 


day include a considerable number of 
registrants who were married since 
May 18, 1917. The local board, after 
passing on these cases, sent all of 
them up to the district board, which 
placed them in class I for the reason 
that men married since the selective 
service law was passed did so despite 
the fact that at that time they were 
aware of their liability to service. In 
one case the district board refused 
deferred classification to a resident 
of a rural community of Portage coun- 
ty whose bans of marriage were pub- 
lished in a Catholic church prior to 
May 18.

Dr. Rock wasted 
no time in rushing- in an order for a 
new supply for use in his practice ami 
received this in the first mail. 
The 


postoffice was also in the Waterman 
building. Postmaster R. S. Waterman 
immediately established the office in a 
building erected for a print shop, but 
more recently used as a flour and feed 
•warehpuse by Waterman Bros. 
A 


small amount of office records were 
lost, but all mail was saved. 


The heaviest loss was to the hard- 


ware store of James Manley, which 
was in the path of the flames. The 
two-story building and warehouse to 
the rear represent a loss of $2,000 or 
more. Mr. Manley had a stock which 
based on present prices, was worth 
considerably in excess of $10,000. A 
portion of the stock was removed to 
safety. Mr. Manley carried insurance 
of $10,500 on buildings and stock in 
the Hardware Dealers' Fire Hsurance 
Co., whose main offices are in Stevens 
Point. 


The billiard hall and soft drink par- 


lor conducted by A. W. Pratt was in 
a one-story building owned by W. J 
Smith of Plainfield. 
Mr. Pratt suf- 


fered a loss of a couple of hundreci 
dollars, while the loss to the building 
was about $700. 


A building owned by Warren Pratt, 


also of one story, was destroyed, caus- 
ing a loss of approximately $1,000 
It was occupied as a restaurant by 
Ambrose Valentine, who was fortun- 
ate in saving his entire stock anc 
equipment. 


It is probable that only a portion 


cf the burned district will be restorec 
this year, owing to the unfavorable 
conditions. 
In the course of time 


however, the village will undoubtedly 
fully recover from the conflagration. 


When the fire was first noticed the 


flames were working through the rear 
wall of the Waterman building. The 
alarm was soon spread, by telephone 
and otherwise, and residents of the 
village and the surrounding farming 
community turned out to battle the 
flames. The village has only make- 
shift protection against fire, so that 
the hard work of the scores who gave 
their services counted for little so far 
as extinguishing the flames was con- 
cerned. 
However, much moveable 


property was removed to safety, and 
valiant work prevented further spread- 
ing of the fire. 


When the fire enveloped the Water- 


man building, the efforts of the fire 
fighters were directed toward the ho- 
tel, just west across a narrow thor- 
oughfare. 
The wind blew tongues of 


flames against this building, the metal 
covering of which was largely respon- 
sible for saving: it from destruction. 
The hotel building was built many 
years ago by H. L. Kellogg, now a 
resident of St°vens Point. The hos- 
telry was conducted by Thomas Bis- 
hop.

Just In case his spring drive doesn't 


succeed, as the allies are determined it 
shall not, Wilhelm has been construct- 
ing most elaborate and extensive sys- 
tems of defensive works back of his 
present lines all the way from the 
North sea to the Swiss frontier. 


Vice Admiral Sims went to Rome

in the section," he said in the letter. 
"While we were at the front one day 
was just iike another and we seldom 
knew even the date of the month. W« 
knew that today was Sunday because 
there is a church within a couple of 
blocks of the house and the bell rang 
lustily and several times at intervals. 
Believe me it sounded food, and five 
of us went to the 10 o'clock service, 
which of course was all in French, but 
we enjoyed it immensely. It was A 
Catholic church." 


Further on he said: "Was glad to 


get the president's speech—hadnt 
read it or heard anything about it. 
Just learned yesterday that it is per- 
missable to tell where we were work- 
ing before we came 'en repos,' be- 
cause we are a long way from there 
now and haven't any idea as to wW- 
ther or not we will be going back to> 
that sector. We were at Verdun ever 
since I've been in the section and dur- 
ing the month of December our can- 
tonment was just outside the city and 
our postes were several kilometers in 
front of it.

Fine roads along our 
coasts and land boundaries will be of 
the most immediate benefit and should 
be of the best and widest since they 
will have to bear the heaviest and 
most concentrated traffic. There are a 
number of roads proposed or actually 
under construction that come under 
this head. Such are the Pacific high- 
way, along or near the Pacific coast 
from Seattle to San Diego; the Yellow 
atone trail, along the northern bound 
ary from the vicinity of the great lakes 
to the Columbia river, and the Lincoln 
highway across the north central part 
of the United States.

"Beauty," at least ns distinct from

Juliet Is lovely, for all 
her strength and courage; the loveli- 
ness of Rosalind is piquant and that 
of Beatrix also; Miranda's Is a wild 
and timid loveliness, that of Dosde- 
monn is most tender, that of Ophelia 
most tragical nnd touching. 
Portia, 


too, is lovely and Olivia—though these 
two. 
we admit, do barely escape being 


beauties; Viola, like Cclin. has a sort 
:>f dainty loveliness, while Cordelia, 
Lear's daughter Cordelia, is as lovely 
as Juliet herself. 


White-Breasted Nuthatch. 


The familiar winter bird, the white- 


breasted nuthatch, is the champion 
"steeplejack" of the world, says an 
exchange. It can travel headforemost 
down any tree trunk in the forest and 
can perform other dizzy gymnastic 
feats with astounding ease. The nut- 
hatch makes nothing of thrillers. 


The winter hawks occasionally try 


to catch asleep this weasel of a bird. 
The nuthatch, however, can scuttle 
around a tree trunk, thrice outpacing 
the squirrel at the same trick. The 
bird braves the bitter cold, and if It 
knew how it probably would hearten 
os In the winter days with something 
more cheerful than "Quank. quank." 
It does not know how. however, and 
so we must tr.ke it for Its beauty and 
It* society and let the rest go. 


Sea-Lion Performers. 


Any boy who has gone to a circus 


knows what remarkable "stunts" sea- 
llooi can perform—human beings can't 
do some of them. There Is. of course, 
the trick of balancing a big ball on 
their snouts and tossing It from one to 
another In that way.

While complete data relating 
to nfn-fat.il injuries are not available, 
reports to the United States bureau of 
mine* for nil Jmetal mines In the 
VnitPd States show that nhout 20O 
men per thousand per year are in- 
lured sufficiently to cause a loss of 
time. 
A reduction of .".0 p*»r cent in 


the number of mine accidents would 
menn a saving of l.noo lives in the 
United States every year, in addition 
to reducing the loss of time and suf- 
fering resulting from more than 200,- 
»H»0 non-fatal injuries. 


Snow and Ice Worms. 


Thero are at present known in tho 


world approximately •'" species nnd 
varieties of snow nnd ice worm*. Sex- 
ually mature specimens, yellowish to a 
dark reddNh brown or black in color, 
about an inch lonir and ^n»--twemie'.h 
Inch In diameter were found in Febru- 
ary and April (1016) nbun4untly on the 
open snow- fields of Mount Uainier. at 
nn elevation of 2.7.~iO to 5.000 feet above 
sea level. They also occurred on the 
snow on thp mountain slope protected 
by a dense forest of fir nnd hemlock. 


These worms have not thus far been 


found on solid Ice nor on the glaciers, 
though they occur on the Kttow belo\v 
the Ice from and outsido of the Intern! 
moraines of the Nlsqually glacier. The 
snow on which they were found Is not 
permanent through the entire season, 
but melts with the coming of summer, 
and It therefore apiH«ars that a part of 
their life must be spent on or in the 
ground.

fill them up. The high-water line at 
New Orleans would hardly exceed ten 
feet above low water. 


The low-wnter line at New Orlortns 


being only one foot above sea level, 
with a depth of 50 to 00 feet of water.

New Orleans be secure from floods In 
the future, but »hat th<- hirirest vessels 
in the world could enter its harbor.
